TRIESTE REPLY 
ASKED OF REDS 


Allies Prod Soviets 
To Answer Proposal 
Of Returning City to Italy 


WASHINGTON, April 9 UP)—The 


United States, Britain and France 
today prodded Russia to speak up 
without further delay on their pro- 
posal to give Trieste back to Italy. 


In a series of notes delivered to 


the Soviet and Italian embassies 
here and abroad eight days before 
the critical Italian elections, April 
18, the western nations also sug- 
gested a meeting of the powers in 
Pans early next month to draft the 
proposal in detail, providing Russia 
agrees to it. 


The three nations first advanc- 


ed the Trieste proposal on March 
20 and it was enthusiastical- 
ly 
acclaimed 
by anti-Com- 


munist forces in Italy. Today's 
joint action appeared to be an- 
other pre-election move to put 
Russia and its Communist as- 
sociates on the spot once more 
before the Italian electorate and 
to dramatize the leadership of 
the-western powers in trying to 
recover Trieste for Italy. 


In another move along the same 


line, the State department here con- 
firmed reports from Trieste that 
Britain and the United States as 
occupation authorities in a part of 
the free territory of Trieste are 
planning to turn over considerable 
local government power to the 
largely Italian native population 
next Monday. This is being planned 
regardless of Russia's view on the 
larger problem of the future of 
Trieste.

$53,000 Is Expected 
From Levy; Teacher 
Salaries to Be Hiked

their intention of adopting a 36-mill "occupational tax" upon 
every taxpayer in the borough. This would cost each person 
approximately $4 a year.

budget. No final budget figure was 
adopted, since the occupational tax, 
coming as a substitute measure for 
a $4 personal tax previously 
planned, could not be computed 
precisely immediately. 


Receipts from the abandon- 


ed personal tax, however, had 
been calculated to bring the 
school district 
approximately 


§53,000, and the 36-mill occu- 
pational levy was expected to 
produce 
a 
roughly 
similar 


amount. 


The total budget, therefore, 


may top $700,000 for the 1948-49 
school year, or at least $56,000 more 
than the 1947-48 figure of $644,512.

A PROPERTY TAX of 23 mills 


was maintained last night, as well 
as the long-established $5 per cap- 
ita tax. 
When the school board's finance 


committee, headed by Victor J. 
Roberts, met with Dr. Frank M.

tax was fixed at a maximum of $5.

National Guard Strength 
Reaches Peacetime Peak 


HABRISBURG, April 9 (IF)— The 


Pennsylvania National Guard nov/ 
has 12,113 officers and enlisted men, 
its greatest peacetime strength in 
history. 


Brig. Gen. Frank A. Weber, State 


adjutant general, said at the same 
time today that the National Guard 
bureau at Washington has set a 
quota of 15,970 to be reached by 
June 30. Ultimate strength is to 
be 40,000. 


He attributed the increase in

Heavy Wheat Crop 
Predicted in U. J. 


WASHINGTON, April 9 
(ff>) 
— 


The third largest wheat crop in 
the nation's history appeared to be 
In the making today to promise 
the hungry abroad a continued flow 
of American bread giain. 


A wheat harvest of around 


1,132,000,000 bushels was indi- 
cated by the Agriculture de- 
partment's first crop forecast of 
the year. This compares with 
the past year's record of 1,364,- 
000,000, the second largest of 
1,153,000,00 in 1946, and a ten- 
year 
average 
production 
of 


890,000,000 bushels. 


In only five years has U. S. 


wheat production exceeded a billion 
bushels. 


The department limited its offic- 


ial forecast to Winter wheat, which 
was sowed the past Fall. It put 
this crop at 860,521,000 bushels com- 
pared with 839,000,000 forecast the 
past December. But officials have 
said Spring wheat — now being 
planted—should produce at 
least 


272,000,000 bushels The past years 
Spring wheat harvest totaled 296,- 
000,000 bushels. 


A wheat crop of the size indi- 


cated should permit exports of at 
least 300,000,000 bushels during the 
crop year beginning July 1. This 
would be considerably smaller than 
the 450.000,000 to 500,000,000 expect- 
ed to be shipped this crop year.

Pennsylvania turnpike commission 
rejected as "absurd" today a pro- 
posal of a group of trucking con- 
cerns to buy the $70,000,000 toll 
highway. 


"They misfht as well try to 


buy the State Capitol," tersely 
c o m m e n t e d a commissica 
spokesman. "It is just too absurd 
even to talk about." 


The 160-mile four-lane divided 


highway between Pittsburgh and 
Harnsbure was built in 1938 by the 
commission, an agency set up by 
the State Legislature, to operate it 
as a self-liquidating projects until 
tolls have paid off 
construction 


costs. After that, the act directed, 
the turnpike is to become a part of 
the Commonwealth's free highway 
system.
